British  India,  with  a  population  of  over  300  million  people  and  a 
total  area  of  1,138,075,482  acres,  or  about  three-fifths  of  the  land 
area  of  Continental  United  States,  has  an  actual  surveyed  area  upon 
which  taxation  is  based  of  624  million  acres.  Of  383  million  acres 
available  for  cultivation,  223  million  acres  are  actually  cropped. 
Of  the  area  cultivated,  nearly  42  million  acres  are  now  under  irriga- 
tion, a  very  important  factor  in  agriculture  in  British  India,  as  the 
failure  of  the  monsoons  in  certain  years  has  been  the  cause  of  great 
famines.

The  most  important  source  of  public  income  in  India  is  the  taxa- 
tion of  land;  for  the  purpose  of  assessment,  therefore,  the  returns 
of  the  surveyed  areas  are  very  complete.  Statistics  of  the  surveyed 
area,  collected  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  and  Agriculture,  are 
of  record  for  the  whole  of  India  beginning  with  1866.  Statistics  of 
crop  production,  however,  are  collected  by  the  Commercial  Intelli- 
gence Department,  and  the  areas  upon  which  yields  are  based  are, 
in  the  case  of  nearly  every  crop,  smaller  than  those  shown  in  the 
surveyed  area.  In  the  case  of  rice  the  statistics  of  production  are 
only  for  about  78  per  cent  of  the  total  area  sown. 


1  Ail  tables  in  this  circular,  excepting  where  otherwise  stated,  are  from  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Department  of  the  Goverimaent  of  India. 
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The  reports  of  the  Commercial  Intelhgence  Department  state  that 
its  statistics  of  the  area  and  production  of  jute  and  cotton  are 
uncertain.  The  estimates  of  the  acreage  in  wheat  are  regarded  as 
the  most  complete.  For  the  other  crops,  however,  the  estimates  of 
area  apply  only  to  the  specified  regions  where  those  crops  are  largely 
grown,  and  not  to  the  whole  of  India.  Statistics  of  area  and  pro- 
duction of  various  crops  are  collected  in  Bengal,  Eastern  Bengal, 
Assam,  Madras,  Lower  Burma,  Punjab,  North- West  Frontier,  United 
Provinces,  Central  Provinces,  Bombay,  Berar,  Central  India,  Rajpu- 
tana,  Sind,  Hyderabad,  Mysore,  Burma,  Ajmer-Merwara,  and  Cooch 
Bihar,  Of  the  areas  under  the  various  crops,  rice  leads  in  relative 
importance  with  nearly  79  million  acres  in  1909-10,  millet  foUows 
with  38  million,  wheat  has  nearly  23  million,  and  cotton  over  13 
million  acres.

Of  the  223  million  acres  under  cultivation,  4U  million,  or  nearly 
20  per  cent,  are  irrigated.  In  the  five-year  period  from  1905-6  to 
1909-10  the  area  under  irrigation  increased  from  35  million  to  over 
41  million  acres,  an  increase  of  17  per  cent.  Of  this  area,  over  one- 
third  is  irrigated  from  Government  canals,  the  next  largest  source 
being  from  driven  wells.  Punjab,  Madras,  Agra,  Bengal,  Sind,  and 
Oudh  are  the  principal  provinces  which  have  extensive  irrigation  sys- 
tems.   In  the  subjoined  statement  will  be  found  the  area  irrigated 
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from  the  various  sources  in  British  India,  by  provinces  and  states, 
in  1909-10:

RICE. 

The  largest  area  devoted  to  any  one  food  crop  in  British  India  is 
that  under  rice,  nearly  79  million  acres  being  planted  to  that  com- 
modity in  1909-10;  statistics  of  production  were  returned  by  the 
Commercial  InteUigence  Department  for  over  58  million  acres,  the 
outturn  being  over  62  billion  pounds.  As  regards  the  principal  food 
crop  in  India,  it  is  difficult  to  assign  the  honor  to  any  one  crop,  as  in 
many  portions  of  the  country  millet  ranks  first,  in  others  rice,  while 
in  some  portions  Indian  corn  is  the  principal  food  grain.  The  prin- 
cipal provinces  for  which  statistics  of  production  are  collected  are 
Bengal,  with  an  average  annual  acreage  of  over  25  million  acres, 
Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam,  with  an  annual  average  of  over  15  million 
acres,  and  Madras  and  Lower  Burma,  each  with  an  average  of  more 
than  6  million  acres. 

From  the  latest  data  available  regarding  the  3rield  per  acre  of  rice, 
revised  with  reference  to  crop  experiments  made  up  to  the  year 
1906-7,  the  outturn  in  Bengal  is  estimated  to  be  about  800  pounds 
of  autumn  to  1,200  pounds  of  mnter  rice;  in  Eastern  Bengal  and 
Assam  from  less  than  700  pounds  of  autumn  sown  to  sHghtly  more 
than  1,100  of  spring  or  summer  so\\ti;  in  Madras  the  yield  varies 
from  900  pounds  gro^vn  on  unirrigated  to  1,100  pounds  on  irrigated 
fields;  in  Lower  Burma,  which  has  very  Kttle  irrigation,  the  yield  is 
given  as  1,176  pounds  on  unirrigated  soil.

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WHEAT. 

As  a  producer  of  wheat  India  usually  ranks  third,  being  surpassed 
only  by  the  United  States  and  Russia;  and  as  an  exporter  India  has 
in  late  years  shipped  nearly  as  much  of  this  grain  as  the  United 
States.  The  Indian  wheat  as  a  rule  is  remarkably  free  from  excess 
of  moisture,  and  is  therefore  well  adapted  for  mixing  with  English 
wheats,  which  are  often  too  moist.  In  recent  years  more  than  75 
per  cent  of  the  total  exports  of  wheat  from  India  has  been  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  smaller  amounts  going  to  France,  Belgium,  and 
other  countries.  The  natural  weight  per  bushel  of  Indian  wheat 
varies  from  60  to  65  pounds,  while  the  specific  weight  per  bushel  of 
English  wheat  is  60^  pounds. 

The  leading  provinces  and  states  in  the  production  of  wheat  are 
Punjab,  United  Provinces,  Central  Provinces,  Central  India,  Hydera- 
bad, Rajputana,  Bengal,  Bombay,  North- West  Frontier;  it  is  grown 
on  a  smaller  scale  in  Eastern  Bengal,  Berar,  Sind,  and  Mysore.  The 
average  yield  ranges  from  510  pounds  per  acre  on  unirrigated  land  in 
Bombay  to  1,250  pounds  per  acre  in  United  Provinces  on  irrigated 
soil.

COTTON. 


Cotton  is  indigenous  to  India  and  its  fiber  has  been  used  by  the 
inhabitants  in  the  manufacture  of  clothing  for  ages,  but  it  was  not 
until  the  high  prices  caused  by  the  Civil  War  in  the  United  States  that 
India  assumed  a  prominent  place  in  the  world's  production.  In 
consumption  of  raw  cotton  India  ranks  fourth,  being  surpassed  by 
the  United  States,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Germany.  The  number 
of  active  cotton  spindles  increased  from  4,945,000  in  1900  to  6  2.50, 000 
in  1911,  and  the  quantity  of  cotton  consumed  by  mills  from  1,162,000 
-bales  of  500  pounds  each  to  1,650,000.  It  is  also  estimated  that  about 
650,000  bales  are  consumed  annually  in  the  homes  of  the  people. 
The  acreage  devoted  to  cotton  has  increased  from  11^  million  acres  in 
1891-92  to  over  22  million  acres  in  1910-11,  and  the  production  from 
less  than  2  million  bales  to  more  than  3^  million  bales  in  the  same 
period,  the  high  record  being  in  1909-10,  when  over  4  million  bales 
were  grown.  The  exports  have  increased  from  about  1  million  bales 
in  1892-93  to  nearly  2  milUon  bales  in  1910-11,  the  greatest  amount 
exported  in  any  one  year  being  slightly  over  2  million  bales  in  1910. 

The  principal  provinces  and  states  in  which  cotton  is  grown  are 
Bombay,  Berar,  Madras,  Hyderabad,  United  Provinces,  and  Punjab, 
while  small  amounts  are  grown  in  several  other  provinces.  The 
average  yield  per  acre  of  hnt  cotton  varies  widely,  ranging  from  30 
pounds  on  unirrigated  land  in  Ajmer-Merwara  to  308  pounds  on  irri- 
gated soil  in  Sind.  The  statistics  relating  to  the  production  of  cotton 
in  India  contain  figures  on  practically  all  the  area  under  cotton,  but 
these  production  figures  are  said  to  be  uncertain.

FLAXSEED. 

Owing  to  the  increasing  demand  and  high  prices  of  flaxseed  in 
late  years  India  occupies  a  prominent  position  in  the  world's  pro- 
duction and  trade  in  tliis  commodity.  Lately  the  exports  have 
amounted  to  from  50  to  75  per  cent  of  the  total  yield,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Belgium,  France,  and  Germany  taking  the  bulk  of  that 
exported.  During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1911,  the  United  States 
imported  2,333,863  bushels  from  India,  the  total  imports  for  that 
year  from  all  sources  being  10,499,227  bushels.  The  statistics 
relating  to  production  in  India  ordinarily  contain  figures  for  about 
95  per  cent  of  the  total  area  under  this  crop.  The  estimated  average 
yield  per  acre  ranges  from  205  pounds  in  Central  Provinces  and 
Berar  to  500  pounds  in  United  Provinces.

Remarks. — The  estimates  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  and 
Agriculture  show^  among  other  data  the  area  actually  sown  in  all 
India  to  each  crop.  In  the  case  of  land  from  which  more  than  one 
crop  is  taken  annually,  the  area  actually  so^\tl  is  shown  under  each 
crop  heading,  and  the  total  number  of  acres  from  which  more  than 
one  crop  is  taken  is  also  recorded. 

The  Commercial  IntelUgence  Department  gives  the  acreage  actually 
so^TL  in  specified  provinces  and  states  and  the  production  therefrom, 
whether  the  crop  comes  to  maturity  or  not,  but  fields  which  have 
been  sown  with  other  crops,  omng  to  the  failure  of  the  first  sowings, 
are  not  entered.  The  surface  covered  by  the  several  crops  in  a  mixed 
field  is  estimated  in  various  ways  in  the  different  provinces,  and  the 
estimates  of  production  are  based  on  formulae  prescribed  by  the 
provincial  authorities.
